FO RD S LIKE FOR PEOPLE. 


"I am g oing to ^'o tho English people, 
i a m particula rly 
interested in people. 
In fact, tha t’s the only thing I am 
interested in.” 
Thus spoke Henry Ford as he ca me down the g a ng pla nk 
in Southa mpton, Eng land, on his first transatla ntic voya g e 
in 12 years. 
That wa s an interesting remark for Ford to make. 
When 
you think of Ford you don’t think of a man who is prima r­ 
ily interested in people; you think of a ma n who lives and 
moves by and for ma chines. 
You think of his tremendous 
factories, where the ideal worker is the one who most close­ 
ly resembles a ma chine; where nothing is done by hand 
unless a machine cannot possibly be invented 
to do 
it; 
where the individual is submerg ed and the ma chine is g lor­ 
ified. 
Vet Ford says that people, and people alone, interest 
him. 
And. a fter all, it is entirely natural tha t he should 
feel that wa y. 
For this man ha s had a g rea ter influence on 
the wa y you and 1 and the rest of us live and work and 
pla y than a ny other man living. 
During the last ha lf century this country wa s a ba ndon­ 
ing its old course and starting to develop a long new lines. 
The pioneer, ex ploiting natural resources with magnificent 
wa ste, wa s pa ssing ; in his pla ce wa s a rising the 
indus­ 
trialist. symbolized first by Rockefeller and Gary. 
Into 
the scene, a qua rter century a go, ca me Ford, a spare, coun­ 
trified sort of man with a bent for ma chinery. 
And it ha p­ 
pened that he beca me, in a wa y, the prophet and fug leman 
of the new era. 
“ Mass production” is a familiar phrase now. 
Ford wa s 
the ma n who ipade it so. 
He glorified the ma chine and 
killed the artisan. 
To Europea ns lie is the perfect symbol 
of the America of toda y- the America that, in its p r e o e 
cupation with ma chines, seems sometimes so carelss of its 
individual members. 
Yet nothing interests him but people! 
We are irrevocably committed to th« * new order. We ca n­ 
not turn back to the old days, 
lh e ma chine must be our 
salvation. 
And Ford, a ppa rently, sees it. 
Appa rently In* 
rea lizes that there are boundless possibilities a hea d; that 
the ma chine a g e ca n yet liberate us from a g e-old drudg ery 
and bring us to a life that is more free and more satisfying. 
If it were not so, surely machines, and not people, would 
be at the center of his interest.
